SUBJECT: NEWSWEEK Interview 


1. You are scheduled to meet with Evert Clark of NEWSWEEK 
on 24 August (A/DDCI at 1600 hours*, DCI at 1630 hours). Clark 
Is preparing an article on the "new openness" at the CIA. He 
specifically requested copies of our press kit and samples of 
recent studies released by the CIA and speeches by the DCI. 

Clark said there are some people on the outside concerned about 
the new openness and he very much wants to project our point of 
view, 1.e.» reasons for opening up the CIA, what we hope to 
accomplish, what has been accomplished thus far, and any 
additional plans for the future. 

2. Clark is generally a friend of the CIA: a soft-spoken 
man who normally covers science and transportation. This is a 
beat which frequently takes him into the areas of defense and 
intelligence. Formerly with the NEW YORK TIMES, Clark joined 
NEWSWEEK in 1963. He is a frequent customer of the Public Affairs 
Office. 

3. Clark teamed up with Bruce Van Voorst In January 1975 
to interview Mr. Colby on domestic spying. The format was QfiA. . 
The article started off by accusing Mr. Colby of "sometimes 
dodging" but "betraying no trade secrets." The questions were 
fair. 
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5. The DCI met with Ed Kosner, the Editor of NEWSWEEK, 
and Mel Elfin, the Washington bureau chief, briefly on 

2.7 July 1977. Kosner and Elfin were here to receive a 
briefing to prepare Kosner for his trip to Africa. 

6. NEWSWEEK currently has a circulation of over 
3,000,000.
